There was a total 
of about 2,000 miles af detached lines be- 
longing to France, Kegland, ond Germany. 
Chyer these we mon our trains: Many were 
short stretches leading from ports into 
near-by agricultural regions, without con- 
nextian from one to the other. 

“After the Republic, our Government 
bought all lines from ther original owners, 
Towlay there is, in all Torkey, not one mile 
it foreiim hands. We have built since ther, 
with Turkish materials and Turkish engi- 
neers, twat 2,500 miles of railroad. Work 
is still going on. When another 2,000 miles 
have been added, the country will have a 
completely adequate network,”

THE TEXAS DELTA OF AN AMERICAN NILE 


Orchards andl Gardens Replace Thorny Jungle in the 
Southmost Tip of the Lone Star State 


By MecFar. 


S | stepped from a train at Browns: 

1 ville, Texas, in late winter, to be met 
LR by a gentle breeze that was ruffling 
ihe great leaves of banuno trees and the 
fronds of palms, | realized that | was deal- 
ing with » very special Trontier-—the coun- 
trys lust semitropical frontier, Rushes to 
California and Florida both started earlier, 

Here the initial streams of incoming pope 
Ulatiun began to flow in the first decade af 
the twentieth century, ran deeper and wider 
after the World War, and swelled too flood 
during the days of hectic prosperity im the 
late twenties. Momentum kept the stream 
running even into 1931, despite depression 
in the rest of the country. 

Then the inward movement dwindled 
away: but it never came to astop. As I 
went bow! the region during the weeks of 
my stay, | passa! crammed trailer catnips, 
sept in crowded hotels, god was greeted 
(during davlight fours by the noise of ham- 
mers—ights sind sounds that told unmis-

ENTHUSIASTS SUGONST “POKTY-SINTH 


STATE 


The Kio Grande Delta is really “a tight 
litle empire,” made so by its special 
ZeoETaphic conditions. Enthusiast arise 
every little while to imsist that the reeion 
be sliced off irom ‘Texas and mae into a 
forty-ninth State. Theoretically this could 
be done, for when Tesasx joined the United 
States she reserved the right to divide her 
ates inte as many a4 five States. As to the 
practicability of the plon, opinions differ 
both in the Delto-andin the rest of Texas. 

The Delta is farther south than all the 
rest of the United States except the last-45 
miles of the tipof Florida, Tt basa typical 
delta form, a si] which in large areas 
almost as rich as a natura) soil com be; and 
water fot ifrigation (map, page 34), 

Climate permits the region to grow citrus 
friis-—makes it one of the few regions in 
the United States where this cat be done 
on nn extensive commercial senle. Anil 
tmally, the Delta's climate permits the 
growth of some other commercial crop in

evervo month of the veur, making it possible 
to keep the soil continually tansy. 

The climate is not ideal; and, surpris- 
imal, residents do nol ever claim that it is. 

“We have here the minor tragedy of all 
wood citrus belts, whether they be jn the 
United States, Europe, or the Holy Land,” 
one of the leading horticulturists of the 
region told me_ 

“Citrus trees,” he explained, “thrive best 
in a sort of ‘no man’s land’ of temperature. 
on the edge of the frost zone, toward the 
Tropics. To remain healthy and bear 
heavily, they need each witter tempera- 
tures lust above freezing, Even now and 
then in all the best citrus regions the frost 
belt «wings w little tow far south, and there 
is injury from cold.” 

“OMe years are frost-free; in winter 
months of other years. thre: or four frosts 
may invade the region to nip such delicate 
growing things us banana trees and young 
tomata plants; Much less frequently there 
are freezes: which injure the citrus fruits: 

Rarest of the weather tragedies.are hurri- 
canes that now and then cross the Gull of 
Mexico from the West Indies. After the 
destructive hurricane of [867 the region 
did not suffer major camige again from 
wind until 1886. The latest of the destrue- 
tive sturms was in 1933. 


WINTER OF “SHIRT-SLieVE" WEATOIER 


Normally the Rio Grande Delta goes 
its subtropical way with winter tempera- 
tures. perhaps 10 to 15 degrees higher 
than those «af central Texas, and from 30 to 
50 degrees higher than simultaneous tem- 
peratures in northern portions of the Mid- 
dle West. Because of nearness to the Gulf 
of Mexico, Summer Lemperitures: are often 
not a high as those in the interior of the 
United States farther north, 

Through most of the days of winter the 
region has “shirt-sleewe weather.” As I 
went about the Delew in late January and 
early February, almost every man and boy 
whom [ encountered on farm, in school, or 
an city streets was contless, T[ found, In 
fact, that the wearing of a coat was almost 
inevitably the badge of a first-time tourist

First of the improved torms was a seeded 
white fruit: then come a seedless white 
then o fruit, still seedv, with beautiful pink 
meat.

The Rid Geronche Valley was fortunate m 
that these newer fruits were developed be. 
fore platings were heavy there. When 
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grapefruit trees were planted on o large 
stale the new looms were used widely. Now 
most of the pmk-fleshed grapefruit which 
enters the markets comes from Tess, 

Probably the most important horticul- 
tural development that has taken place in 
the Rio Grande Valley itselH wae the sudden 
[ppearnnoe o few veors ago of o grapefruit 
with aadeep och-red flesh—a spor, from 
a pink type, The color shows on the out- 
site of the fruit a5 well ae inside, giving it 
the appearance of o gigantic, rosy-cheeked 
reecich, 

Strangely enough, this new form flared 
up almost sinvalianeously in half a dozen 
or more widely separated places in the 
Valley, Most of these strains. have been 
preserved by budding and one strain has 
een patented, Young trees from the va- 
rigus strains of this newest of grapefruits 
are being used to replace trees that have 
died and in planting new orchards, [n one 
orchard are more than a thousand bearing 
trees of the new red varlety, There should 
be encigh of the new fruit in a very few 
years to ship in carload lots. he 

Excellent oranges aml lemons and limes 
are grown in the Rio Grande Vallev, but 
none of these fruits has vet become as im- 
portant commerctilly as prapefruit, Fewer 
trees have been planted, Less than 25 per 
cent) of the total citrus trees are oranges, 
about aie per cent lemons, andl only a frac 
tion of one per cent limes, . 

Then, too, berticulturists tok? me, they 
wert not as fortunate in fineling, in the early 
days of the Valley's development, varieties 
of oranges that fit sof and climatic coneli- 
tions as happily as the grapefruit vuriethes 
fit them However, promising new orange 
varieties have been established recently 
(page 78), 

Finding answers to marketing problems 
his been among the Valley's difficulties. 
As large acreages of orchards came into 
bearing, a few vears aga, fruit growers 
found themselves in an awkward predita- 
ment. “There was.a chance that the grape- 
fruit market might te demaraliged as the

LABORATORY WIZARTRY 


The ‘commercia! possibilities of grape- 
fruit products have by no means been ex- 
howsted, technical men say, At the Forul 
Products Laboratory of the TT. §. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture near Weslaco, T was 
shown dozens of botths and boxes contain- 
Ing substances that prinders and presses 
und ferments and physical and chemical 
Wisardry have coamved out of erapefrult, 

There were juices and other nonalcoholic 
beverages, vinegar, svrups, dried juice, pec 
tin, ‘waxes, oils, preserves, marmalades 
and “butter,” wines and brandy: ond ao 
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product called “nuringen,”’ the bitter prin 
cite in grapefruit, Some of these have 
not advanced beyond the laboratory stage; 
others hive. 

One continuing waste that struck me 
forcibly is that of ofl. In one room of the 
Wealacn plant, where peel is- being ground! 
and squeeean! before it passes into the 
(riers. the air is filled with the plensant, 
aromatic odor of grapefruit of] as scores of 
gallons of the Hquld are allowed each day 
to min off inte the sewers. The world, it 
seems, is well supplied with orange and 
lemon nile, and as vet there is Hitthe demand 
for off from grapefrait.

In Tecent years Government loans have 
made possible the refunding of their bonds 
for longer periods and at lower interest 
fates, ‘thus easing the linancial pressure, 
But, inevitably, thousands of bondhelders 
have suffered lmases. | 

At the same time the two counties which 
cover most of the developed portion of the 
Rio Grande Delta, or their road and. schodl 
Histricts, put aut large bond issues; andl 
when the depression of the early thirties 
came, these, too, went into default. Nego- 
thittions fn progress for several years have 
sealed down sortie of thése bonds, and have 
reduced interest rates in other cnses:

Tens of thousands of visitors come to the 
Lower Ran Grande Valley in search of sun- 
shine and warmth in fall and winter sane 
spring, lust so far the travel stream does 
not Now here in anything like the volume 
in which jt pours te Florida and California. 
This & one of the last regions of the Gouwn- 
try to haye semitropical climate for sale to 
vatationiste: and its people, bites growing 
and marketing fruits and vegetables, have 
not yet thoroughly mastered the technique 
of climate selling. They have yet to build 
lurve resort hotels with golf links and Swirn 
ming pools, tennis courts, and stables of 
saddle horses, — . 

There i= boating at the eastern end of the 
Delta in an ishind-proterted laguna and in 
the Gulf of Mexico itself, Fish abound in 
all of the waters of the Delta country, in 
rivers, lakes, resacas (former river courses), 
dmranils: lazunas, amd the Ciulf, 

There are excellent sun-bathed beaches 
20 miles east of Brownsville with water of 
a comfortable temperature the year toimd: 


hot adeniate bath: and cubhowses and hee 
tels and life guards ore pissing. 

A considerable proportion of the peuple 
who have built up the population of the 
Valley in the last 30 years have bought 
orchard plots, large and small, and have 
retired from other business activitles to live 
on their land or in towns near by, 1 talleed 
with orchard owners who were formerly 
judges, architects, barbers, physicians, auc- 
tioneers, lecturers, buonel salesmen, farivers, 
concert singers; army officers, merchants, 

mechanics, and preachers. A former luni 
berman, who owns-some of the finest citrus 
trees in the Valley, told me smilingly of the 
complete reversal in his way of life. 

“| spent 30 years cutting trees down,” 
he said, “and now T get the keenest pleas- 
ure fram growing them,” 

One newoomer is a former ofl driller whe 
struzk it rich and has bowwht a theweane 
acres of bearing citrus trees and several 
hundred acres of land on which he grows 
vegetables, On o spur railroad recently 
extended to his land he hos built a iruit- 
packing station of his own, and adjuininy it 
has started wn entirely new Valley indus- 
try—the extraction anc canning of currot 
juice and other vegetable juices.

When J wanted to learn something of 
curly days in the Rio Grande Delta, T went 
naturally to Brownsville, patriarch of its 
communities (poe 81). The town isa litle 
lest than a century all; but in a region in 
which every other work of man is obvious! \ 
hew, a hundred years is a long time. The 
cumimunity tutl its start when Zachary 
Taylor, in command of American soldiers, 
came down in 1846 to fieht the United 
State Mexican War, and estubliched | his 
camp on the bark of the Rio Grande, 

Although 20 miles inland, Brownsville 
really owes its birth andl early development 
to the 4ea as truly as if the Gulf of Mexico's 
warm waves beat on its shore. “‘Transporta- 
tien through the brush-covered hinterland 
was mest impossible, Taylor brought all 
supplies for his fort and for his Mexican 
comprign by ship through Brazos Santiago 
Pass, one of the few openings in the chain 
of ind) shines that fringe the Tess coast.

Saucers of the fresh venom look lke 
honev, Tt is allowed to dry in the air of 
il screened rvim, and af best a day of so it 
thickens ane “checks,” finally appearing 
like ernins of hardened glue or fragments of 
resin. Small quantities of the crystallined 
venom afte aént to laboratories in varins 
parts of the worlt] where research work in 
the production of antivenins is curried on, 

Brownsville has o vittual moenepely af 
the few histarie structures in the elta, m- 
Cluding two churches built in 1844, and the 
howe in which Porfirio Diaz lived in 1876 
and in which be made plans for the crose- 
Ing into Mexico which led to his king tule 
os president.

ff you linger ‘in the Rio Grande Lbeltu, 
you will hegin to wonder about the lnedians 
who were the original human inluebinents 


of the aren. Little is known about them, 
for there are oo caves, convenient corchalls 
for the anthropelegist, in the tine sill. 
Rui remnants of objects used many cen- 
turies ago, Which throw some light on the 
region's “fret families,” howe been found 
in & few graves and nlong the wind- and 
tide-washed mud flats of the coast 

These who try to piece together n picture 
of conditions here before the coming of 
Kuropeans believe that the fruit of the 
prickly peur, in its season, wos almost the 
only vegetable food available to the local 
Indians. Shell arrowheads show that smull 
vane, such as the rabbit, was hunted. Hut 
the Indians could not have been well fer! 
nnd they could not have found the Delta a 
saiintactory place for permanent homes, De 
cittse the surface of the ground, away from 
the Rio Grande, is without runing streams 
and springs of fresh water. 

This picture of a jungle, often arid, ane 
all bit Unpeopled. i sure to set vou musing 
on the revolutionary changes and amazing 
comtrast’ that a few years anda few of 
man's devices have browsht to this patch 
of the earth's surface. | 

Such thoughts cume as | flew over ‘the 
Dali country shortly before the end of my 
visit. T looked clown upon hurvlrts of 
thousands af glassy green citrus trees ex- 
tending in ordered rows to the horizon, and 
open: green rectangles where the earth is 
vielding countless tons of fem, month in 
mid rownth out, 

And here, three ane four—perhaps ten— 


dentures ago men eked out a miserable 
existence because of the scarcity af food! 


None of the fundamentals have changed 
in this region since those dave, There is 
the same soil, built by the annual Hoods of 
milennums: there is the same warm, semi- 
Lresperd® Suit. 

What hos Hrowsht the astounding trons- 
fuera tian ? 

Dollars. saved elaewhere, and men with 
vision to spend them for the things that 
Nature did not furnish: parallel tracks of 
ahiny stecl that Jead to other lands: pump- 
ing plants set on the river's brink: ancl 
chinnels through which the greatest lack of 
all, water, flows to thirsty plants.

The Spell of Primeval Tropies in Venezuela, Riotous 
With Strange Plants, Animals, and Snakes, 
Enthralls a Young American Woman

NUAN expanse of steaming jungle, which 
| strelches savagely devoid of habitation 
A ti the Caribbean, Quiriquire sprowls 
like a lorge.spider in the northeast of Vene- 
fiiela, The small clearing in the motte 
tropical growth, 250 miles east of modern 


and sephisticated Caracas, occupies less 


than a square mile, Within this space is 
a self-sustaining colony bern of the quest 
for ofl ancl strangely at odds with the sur- 
rounding primitive country, 

To the west, the low bloe fingers of the 
gigantic Andes are visible —here, only 4,000 
fect: but as they climb farther westward 
they anon reach the imposing height of 16,- 
O00 feet. ‘To the south, a tolling savanna 
stretches toward the town of Maturin, capil 
tal of the Sinte of Monagas, some 23 miles 
distant (map, page 100}. 

It is o country of sharp contrasts, where 
day descends into the darkness of night 
without any interlude of twilight. 

With the people it is much the same. 
Wide-eyed litte girls bloom into woman- 
hood with a swiftness which ignores adples- 
cence. 

There are purple sharlows where the 
mountains meet the sky—shadows that 
stand like sentinels beyond a row of square 
frame houses whose peaked red roofs loom 
up us aturkiv as tents In the desert. One 
is sharply aware of utter isolation, yet quite 
unlonely. For like a living breath comes 
the sense and the smell of the jungle. The 
mystery of a thousand unseen living things 
mingles with the scent of as many flowers, 
lo Season the air with magic. 


HED-ROOFELD HOUSES ON STILTS 


To this lotus land I came with my his 
band, an American oil company representa- 
tive, 

At thetop of scarlet hibiscus hedges, our 
houses are set on LO-foot stilts, high off 
the ground, to combat the beat. In the 
space Underneath, the family wash blows 
gaily, iree-of daily raing (page 102), 

Native cooks and nursemaids for the 
American colony are seen slap-slap-slupping

down the sun-baked road in their wove 
sandals, minus shape or heel. Over their 
heads they fling a towel to escape the tropic 
sun; this is replaced by a black veil when 
they attend Sunday mass, 

As servants, they are amusing, but ag- 
gravaling, They work only when whim 
dictates, and no bribe of more money will 
induce dependability. When their mond 
rehels at work, they invariably come to the 
door, their arms liden with bright poinset- 
tins, chanting a Jong Lament, “that they are 
filled with sorrow to leave the wen lady 
for the short space of a day.” 

Throughout the jungle, which borders us 
on all sides, lies a constant crisscross of 
dhollow rivers: Elere the people af the 
plains take their baths, Certain hours are 
teserved in each area for men, and other 
hours for women, These hours are pever 
violated, 


SNAKES SILARE THE SHCWE 


Within the camp we have a commissary 
containing imperted canned goods from 
the Unite! States. Our own chlorinating 
system sifequards us against the typhoid 
ind dysentery jerms that formerly took 
heavy toll among Venezuelans in this sec- 
tion, Asan additional precaution all fresh 
frults, vegetables, and eggs musi be washer 
before eating. A. company power plant 
provides. electricity and running water for 
the entire camp. The Intest movies arrive 
by plane twice each week. . 

It is a Strange sort of civilization we 
enjoy in the midst of this primeval jungle.

A PARATHSE FOR BIRD DOVERS 

Bird lite in eastern Veneruela presents 
i paratiise for ornithologists.* According 
to a recent guest of ours, Gladys Gordon 
Fry, the “bird lady" from the American 
Museum of Natural History, New York, the 
surrounding jungle offers an unrivaled op- 
portunity for naturalists to spend years of 
intensive and profitable study. 

As vet, this section of Venezuela has been 
Uttle visited. There are hundreds of speci- 
mens which so far have scarcely been 
touched upan, 

~Multitudes of parrots and brilliantly 
plumed macaws brighten the sky like scat- 
tered jewels in moving phantasy, From 
the pet paint of view, however, I prefer the 
troupial, a gay gold-and-black oriole whose 
lilting song ts like a human whistle. So 
wonderfully clear and musical it sounds 
that just listening to it lends a lift to one's 
spirit. 

My troupial loves the bright things of 
iife; so we call him “Gem.” Anything that 
shines, even to the raincdrops in my hand, 
Gem pecks at with a vehemence surprising 
inone of his size, As yet quite young, he 
is about the size of a cathird, and incredibly 
tome. 

Irrespective of friend or stranger, Gem 
will perch on any hand that is held cut to 
him. Woe to the fingers that tease him, 
though, for he will start straight for the 
owner's eves with a series of staccato clucks 
that sound more like those of an angry hen 
than his usual liquid call, 

‘Sec "In Humbotit's Whke” and “Journey by 
Juneie Rivers to the Home of dhe Cock-ofothe- 
Rock,” by Ereest G. Holt, in the Natiocar 
Giocnaraic Magarore, November, 1931, and Na- 
vomber, 1933, respectively. 
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The oropéndolas (or wreat-cresta] ce 
ciques) are-also abundant in this section. 
Theres a large colony of them: their hang- 
Ing nests swing from the branches of a tall 
tree which faces the gorge in front of our 
house (page 125). 

This flamboyant tree, more than 80 feet 
in height, flings a shower of brilliant yellow 
blossoms to. the sky like a giant golden 
eoddess. There are two distinct colonies 
of cacigues nesting there, neighbored hy 
wisps” mests for protection! 

Hanging from the branches of one side 
are nine pendent nests of the great-crested 
caciques; about 40 feet apart, on the 
branches of the other half of the tree, hang 
the nests of the yellow-backed caciques.

So away he ran, and soon returned corry-

gave the rope a quick flip upward and re- 
peated the performance. He was soon up 
the tree, crawling cautiously out an the 
liranch abowe the nests. Quickly he de- 
tached two of them with his machete, and 
slid down the tree a great dea) more rapidly 
than. he went py, 

There was-a greiit fluttering of wings in 
the air and a series of sharp protesting calls, 
but Junn. dropped safely to the ground 
with a nest containing three baby. orapéen- 
dolas. His ankles were slightly the worse 
for wear, 

THE FOOL Eos 


The bird which amuses me mos} jn our 
jungle is the hoatzin, often called the “fool- 
ish bird,” and known as the missing link be- 
tween the bird and animal kingdom. The 
voung hoatzin has prehistoric hands with 
claws on the “fingers.” These birds hover 
so awkwardly in tying that one wonders 
why they were equipped with wings. 

Among nocturnal birds—and there ure 
many—the guachuros and owls seem the 
naisiest. The guacharo is distant cousin to 
the whippoorwill which calls in summer 
from northern woods, Althoush the bovly 
is like a nighthawk, its weird, disklike eves 
aré decidedly owlish. From the depiths of 
the jungle the guacharo comes to perch in 
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Our papaya trees and screech tn constant 
competition with the vodeling toucan. 

The mest prolific of our bird colonies 
are the lovely Httle puff birds, which build 
in the sandbanks and yladden the still 
summer gir with a.soft sweet song, The 
“Gal bitds,” os the peans eal] wrens, do 
their daily duty in awikening us each 
mcr rung. 

THE TELLERS’ SILLY SYMPHONY 

But the most whimsical of all, both in 
song amd movement, are the belfbirds. 
They fit about in the branches of our 
spreading celba trees in a manner that 
would endene them to Walt Disney for his 
Silly Symphonies, They are about the

“dong-rong, dong-rong” with the metallic 
clarity of a silver bell, 

They always seem to fly in pairs, When 
one calla, the other answers, 40 there is a 
duality of song, which on a clear day may 
be heard over a mile away. 


A BUSHMASTER [IN CAMP 


No one warned me two years ago that | 
would ever mon for a month-old newspaper 
with the avidity of a child after candy. 
But that was lane before | had learned to 
depend upon the radio for my one contact 
with the oulside world. 

News in Quiriquire takes two forms— 
that which we receive by nadia, bringing us 
Hashes from a world of action, and that 
ather form ad “news which has to do with 
cliily life in the jungle.

INDTANS WADE TN RIVER To CATCH THEI® 
DAILY SAL 


Dotting the gunmetal waters of the 
mighty river wre occasional clusters of 
squat, potbellied Indians wading out from 
shore to extch their duily meal of fish. 
Drifting past hillside pueblos of abandoned 
charm, we finally reached our destination 
on the Ofineco Delt, the houseboat of 
an Amwricun ofl company. It was piloted 
by Stanley Simmons, a young weophysical 
ProspMactor. 

With a crew of twenty natives he worked 
up and sown the side streams, searching 
the creepy, matter undergrowth for ail 
siructures. 

Simmons hac penetrated places where 
no white man hac ever entered, He had 
cut his way through the tangled jungle with 
a machete. He had thirsted in the jungle 
until his sole-source of water was to slash 
a slender stalk of vine. 

For five years his only home had been 
this dilapidated houseboat which hie native 
crew had named the d4rk. When we pulled 

up beside his baut, his pleasure at seritig 

us Was Significant of a man who has to 
long been deprived of speaking his own 
language, 

From the deck of the Aré we watched o 
kaleidoscopic scene flash from the banks 
of the river. Beauty runs rampant alony 
the Orinoco. Proud palo spike the sky 
with gay green blades. From the luxuriant 
undergrowth af the jungle fame thousands 
of tropical flowers. Our eves followed o 
group of macaws, flying ever in pairs, scat- 
tering their lriliant. plumage like miniature

No one hurries throweh the streets, ‘The 
leisurely manner of movement choracter-

This city of 248,000 souls was founder 
by Diego de Losada in 1567. Tt remained 
unter Spanish rule wevtt the revolt wtcler 
itt native Son, Simin Bolivar, when Inde- 
peadence was established at the Battle of 

Carabobo in 1821. 


ALONG MAHOGANY DRIVE 


Driving from the heart of (he city, one 
passes through Avenida de Los C robes, 
known among the English-speaking enlany 
as Mahogany Drive, Tt i a long arched 
driveway of mohogany trees bordered by 
gardens of indescribable beauty. Coming 
from the filineling flare of 9 Carac noc 
day sun, its shadowed shelter lends w coal 
elowk of charm to carry you from the city. 

Once again, the contrasts, oo characteris- 
tic of Venezuela, are sharply drawn in the 
picture presented by the Caracas Countty 
Club (page 131}.

A book could be written on the churches 
of Caracas, As in Paris, newrly every third 
or fourth street corner bolds one, They are 
beautiful latildings, the stained-elaes wit 
dows and statuary of which frequently vie 
with these in some of the cathedrals of old 
Europe. From an architectural standpoirit, 
the University olso is interesting. 

We who came from the jungle were filled 
with wonder at Club La Suisa, where one is 
transported in the whisk of on evelash to 
the sophistication of New York.
